The Union Plan 


It will be remembered that some months 
ago the Senate of the National University 
approved of the statute setting up the 
National University Union. Shortly after 
this a division of the funds available was 
announced, with 55 per cent. of the £16,000 
to be spent in the Dublin area. The position 
is now briefly this: that the ——* body 
of University College will draw up a detailed 
plan as to how they mean to expend this 
sum in the completion of the Union plan. 
This scheme will then be submitted to the 
Standing Committee of the Senate for its 
approval, and when this has been received 
work may begin almost at once. 

The plan at present receiving most atten- 
tion and approval is the original plan of 
Dr. Corcoran, which envisaged the using of 
86 ‘St. Stephen’s Green as the Men’s Union 
Centre, with the edjcising Cleneiien House 
as the Ladies’ Centre. rovision would, of 
course, be made for certain common rooms. 
The idea of this plan is highly satisfactory, 
as it will in its way help to form a new 
link between the traditions of the old Catholic 
University and University College, St. 
Stephen’s Green, with the present constituent 
College of the National University in Ear's- 
fort terrace. The site is entirely suitable 
also, as most of the students’ “digs are 
situated within very easy call of it, and, ir 
any case, there exists already some sort of 
a tradition among students about going to a 
meeting or dance there. It would difficult 
to inculcate such a ae 
feeling into the i 
student body about 
a building in an en- 
tirely new situation. 
It is also suggested 
that the present Aula 
Maxima would be 
completely renovated, 
increased in size, and 
the acoustics (which 
are now very imper- 
fect) improved. It is 
certainly very satis- 
factory to see the 
Union plan bearing 
such rich fruit almost 
within the first year 
of its life. There is 
another “sa which would mean, if 
accepted, that Belfield House would be re- 
modelled to a certain degree and opened as 
a sports club howse. A step in this direction 
has been taken already by the Tennis Club, 
when they got permission to serve teas therv 
on Thursdays and Sundays.
